OBAMA ELECTED 

Senator to become first black president after historic vote 


Barack Obama completed 
a journey last night that 
had once been 
unthinkable, becoming 
the first African-American 
president in U.S. history 
and raising hopes this na¬ 
tion had entered a new, 
post-racial era. 

The rookie U.S. senator 
from Illinois reshaped the 
American electoral map in 
his victory over Republican 
John McCain and stands 
poised to also redefine the 
way the world looks at this 
nation. 

A presidential bid first 
forged on the themes of 
hope and change — then 
carried home by a candi¬ 
date who personified calm 
and cool — came 45 years 
after Martin Luther King 
told the world he had a 
dream. 

Millions of African-Amer¬ 
icans who had lived lives of 
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oppression and discrimina¬ 
tion in this country helped 
craft Obama’s victory, 
joined by many millions 
across the racial spectrum 
who ultimately decided 
race could be no barrier to 
electing a president in 


2008. 

Early returns contained 
one important message last 
night — there was no indi¬ 
cation Obama’s race was a 
defining issue in this elec¬ 
tion. 

With the world watching 
intently, Obama appeared 
to seal his victory with easy 
wins in Ohio and Pennsyl¬ 


vania, the latter the one 
Democratic state in which 
McCain and his running 
mate, Alaska Governor 
Sarah Palin, had chosen to 
make their last stand in a 
21-month campaign. 

Obama and McCain trad¬ 
ed wins in states consid¬ 
ered safe for their respec¬ 
tive parties early last night, 


but the 47-year-old Obama 
threatened Republican 
dominance in three battle¬ 
ground states — Virginia, 
North Carolina and Florida 
— in which he fought the 
72-year-old McCain evenly 
during the night. 

There were any number 
of milestones passed in this 
country on a night that 


will be studied by genera¬ 
tions to come. 

A country thought to be 
centre-right had elected a 
man perceived as a liberal, 
and a northern liberal at 
that, the first Democrat 
from north of the Mason- 
Dixon Line to be elected 
since John F. Kennedy in 
1960. 

Obama would become 
only the third senator to 
move directly to the White 
House and the first ever 
elected without complet¬ 
ing his first term. He was 
also seeking to become the 
first Democrat to win more 
than 50 per cent of the 
vote since Jimmy Carter in

decision Republican John 
McCain congratulated De¬ 
mocrat Barack Obama on 
winning the presidency 
Tuesday, saying “the 
American people have 
spoken.” 

McCain addressed his 
supporters at a Phoenix 
hotel after telephoning 
Obama to concede the 
election to him. 

The 72-year-old Arizona 
senator urged Americans 
to rally behind Obama, say¬ 
ing he planned to help 
Obama tackle the many 
challenges facing Ameri¬ 
cans.

Spanking kids dying out: Expert

behaviour Spanking kids 
could cost more than you 
think. 

“Children learn so much 
from modeling after their 
parents and teachers. Hit¬ 
ting a child is veiy power¬ 
ful and potent modeling of 
aggressive behaviour,” said 
Ron Ensom. 

Ensom is an expert on 
child and youth discipline 
from Ottawa. He’s visiting 
the IWK this week dis¬ 
cussing his research. 

“The research reinforces 
that they replay this behav¬ 
iour with peers.” 

It can lead to bullying 
and violent behaviour 
down the road. Plus it just 
doesn’t work as a disci¬ 
pline technique, he said. 

“What so many people 
have been doing with chil¬ 
dren for so long with the 
best of intentions simply 
isn’t useful as a discipli-

nary technique, but not to 
suggest for a moment chil¬ 
dren don’t need disci¬ 
pline.” 

A price tag can be 
pinned on physical disci¬ 
pline. Ensom said 75 per 
cent of physical abuse cas¬ 
es in Canada has roots in 
physical discipline, and 
$16 billion a year is spent 
on responding to child 
abuse. 

“Imagine what we could 
do with $16 billion if we’re 
not spending it on re¬ 
sponding to the harm it’s 
done to children, a signifi¬ 


cant part of that harm be¬ 
ing a result of physical dis¬ 
cipline.” 

The answer is middle-of- 
the-road parenting, said 
Robin Walker with the 
IWK. Studies show both 
ends of the parenting spec¬ 
trum — authoritarian and 
passive — show poor out¬ 
comes. 

“It’s the middle ground 
— authoritative, not au¬ 
thoritarian. You are a par¬ 
ent. You’re not your kid’s 
best buddy and you do set 
limits and you use disci¬ 
pline, just not physical dis¬ 
cipline.” 

Fewer parents are spank¬ 
ing their kids today versus 
two or three decades ago 
and there are fewer propo¬ 
nents of it, Ensom said. 

“We do know from some 
pretty good public opinion 
surveys done in Canada 
that younger parents are 
much less in favour of this 
than older parents,” he 
said. “That’s very encour¬ 
aging.”

Border guards seized $11 
million worth of heroin 
hidden in a shipment of 
cotton towels in the Port 
of Halifax. 

The Canada Border Serv¬ 
ices Agency said its officers 
discovered 27.8 kilograms 
of heroin Oct. 22 while 
searching a marine 
tainer from Pak¬ 
istan bound for 
Ontario. 

Using an X- 
ray machine, of¬ 
ficers saw dark 
images they 
suspected were 
heroin inside 81 
of the 430 card¬ 
board boxes. 

When they 
opened them, 


they found 161 packages of 
heroin packed like insula¬ 
tion into the sides of the 
boxes. 

It’s the first time heroin 
has even been discovered 
in the Port of Halifax. 

“Certainly our intelli¬ 
gence tells us heroin pro¬ 
duction and smuggling is a 
prime source of funding 
for terrorist groups in the 
area to which this has 
come from,” said Alonzo 
MacNeil, Canada Border 
Services Agency 

spokesman. 


Officers stripped the 
drugs out, then repack¬ 
aged and resealed the box¬ 
es and shipped them to 
Ontario. 

“It was removed just in 
case we lost control of it,” 
RCMP spokesman Cpl. 
Marc LaPointe said. 

Police tracked the ship¬ 
ment to a Toronto area 
business and later arrested 
four men, including an 82- 
year-old, from Ontario and 
_British Co¬ 
lumbia. 

LaPorte 
said police 
knew the 
men were 
involved 
because 
they only 
removed 
the 81 box¬ 
es found to 
contain 

heroin. “That shows 
knowledge that they knew 
exactly what they were do¬ 
ing,” LaPorte said. 

Tran Van Dinh, 42, and

More than 20 youths have 
been charged, and more 
charges are pending, as a 
result of a police investiga¬ 
tion into a new criminal 
activity — 'bombing’. 

“Bombing is this phe¬ 
nomenon out there where 
young people are getting 
together and bombarding 
house, cars, with rocks and 
even boulders,” said Insp. 
Peter Mclsaac of the Cape 
Breton Regional Police 
Service. 

“This is something new. 
We haven’t heard of it be¬ 
fore.” 

Mclsaac said police first 
encountered the problem 
a few months ago. 

In one case, a River Ryan 
couple returned home 
from vacation to find more 
than $5,000 in damage to 
their home. 

“Their home was bom¬ 
barded,” Mclsaac said. “All 
their windows were de¬ 
stroyed. More than 100 
rocks were found inside 
their house.” 


He said the impact on 
the community is over¬ 
whelming. 

“There is one elderly la¬ 
dy who feels she is a target 
now and is unable to sleep 
at night.” 

In New Waterford, one 
homeowner’s windows 
have been broken so many 
times that his insurance 
company cancelled his pol¬ 
icy, Mclsaac said. 

Const. Phillip Ross, one 
of the investigating offi¬ 
cers, said the youth in¬ 
volved are between the 
ages of 12 and 16. 

He said there were sever¬ 
al dozen incidents the past 
couple months, including 
as many as 15 in the past 
week alone. 

Numerous charges were 
laid last month and 20 
more charges were added 
last week. 

Police set up surveillance 
cameras on some of the 
houses targeted and offi¬ 
cers have hidden in nearby 
woods for the offenders.

Obama victory signals a 
shift in U.S. race relations 


For Americans burdened 
by a sense of history, 
something once unthink¬ 
able has happened.The 
United States has elected 
a black president. 

What has changed in 
terms of race to enable 
Democratic candidate 
Barack Obama's defeat of 
Republican John McCain 
and what might change as 
a result? 

Civil rights leader Jesse 
Jackson said his satisfac¬ 
tion at Obama's success 
was conditioned by a sense 
of history. Jackson wit¬ 
nessed the assassination of 
Martin Luther King in 1968 
and twice ran for president 
in the 1980s. 

"His (Obama) winning 
means America's getting 
better. We are more ma¬ 
ture. 

“We are less anxious 
around each other," he said 
in an interview. 

Jackson put the election 
in the context of the move¬ 
ment to end racial segrega¬ 
tion in the South in the 
1950s and 1960s and and 
win voting rights for 
blacks in the teeth of vio¬ 
lent opposition. 


"I know so many people 
white, black and Jewish 
who marched and were 
martyred. I wish that those 
who paid the supreme sac¬ 
rifice could see the results 
of their labors," he said. 

One surprise apparent in 
the earliest primaries in 
which parties chose their 
nominees was the support 
Obama attracted among 
whites voters. 

At the same time, black 
voters were integral to 
Obama's success, swinging 
a number of states in his 
favor. 

And Obama went out of 
his way to embrace black 
voters and their concerns, 
most notably in a high-pro¬ 
file speech on race in 
March. 

Those factors deal a blow 
to black scepticism about 
their role in politics and a 
lingering sense of disen¬ 
franchisement. 

"The first thing Obama's 
presidency means for 
black people is, at least 
momentarily, a sense of 
full citizenship," said 
Melissa Harris-Lacewell, a 
political science professor 
at Princeton University. 


Just as the election could 
change the way blacks per¬ 
ceive politics and their 
place in U.S. society, it 
could also alter the way 
they are perceived, particu¬ 
larly if Obama's adminis¬ 
tration gains a reputation 
for competence. 

Conservative leader 
Newt Gingrich said Oba¬ 
ma's rise reflected changes 
that have already taken 
place. 

Secretary of State Con- 
doleezza Rice and her 
predecessor Colin Powell 
proved that blacks could 
deal at the highest levels in 
government, he said. 

"It begins to be accepted 
that young men and 
women of color who can 
certainly dream the 
biggest dreams,” Gingrich 
said. 

“America has moved be¬ 
yond any narrowly defined 
sense of racism," said the 
former Speaker of the 
House in an interview. 

Stubborn facts, however, 
point towards persistent 
inequality that Obama 
may struggle to tackle giv¬ 
en the downturn facing 
the U.S. economy. 


Black senators 

Obama is only America's 
fifth black senator. Other 
black senators include: 

• Hiram Revels, elected in 
1870 to the U.S. Senator as a 
Republican from Mississip¬ 
pi, where there was a black 
majority after the Civil War. 
Served until 1871. 

• Blanche Bruce - elected in 
1875 as a Republican from 
Mississippi. Served until 
1881 

• Edward Brooke --A Massa¬ 
chusetts Republican, served 
between 1967 and 1979- 

• Carol Moseley Braun--An 
Illinois Democratic senator 
between 1993 and 1999. 


Black Americans make 
up around 13 percent of 
the population, but earn 
less money and are less 
healthy than the general 
population.

Frederick Williams, a Ma¬ 
rine Corps veteran

At age 43, Williams shuf¬ 
fled into a Los Angeles 
homeless shelter carrying 
his worldly belongings in a 
small travel case and a 
knotted plastic bag and 
proudly cast the first ballot 
of his life with guidance 
from poll workers.

Democrats 
secure Senate 


Democrats expanded their 
U.S. Senate majority yester¬ 
day, but failed to beat one 
of their top targets, Senate 
Republican Leader Mitch 
McConnell of Kentucky. 

Two former Democratic 
governors, Mark Warner of 
Virginia and Jeanne Sha- 
heen of New Hampshire 
won seats held by Republi¬ 
cans, retiring Sen. John War¬ 
ner and Sen. John Sununu, 
respectively. 

Also, Republican Sen. Eliza¬ 
beth Dole of North Carolina, 
wife of 1996 Republican presi¬ 
dential nominee Bob Dole, 
was unseated by Democratic 
state senator Kay Hagan. 

By adding three seats with 
more than a dozen Senate 
contests yet to be decided at 
press time, Democrats had 
temporarily increased their 
majority by three to 54-46. 

Riding a wave of resent¬ 
ment against Republican 
President Bush, Democrats 
had a plausible shot to reach 
60, the number needed to 
clear Republican hurdles for 
their first filibuster-proof

They were ex¬ 
pected to pickup as many as 
30 or more seats, giving them

A guy in Calgary 
died Monday af¬ 
ter being Tasered 
by police during 
a break-in. 

A few days before that, a 
man in Edmonton died af¬ 
ter police subdued him 
with a Taser while he was 
allegedly wreaking havoc at 
a pawn shop. 

In Canada more than 20 


people have died after be¬ 
ing Tasered since use be¬ 
gan in 1999; yet officials re¬ 
sist calls for a moratorium 
while we study this, uh, 
shocking trend. The latest 
assurance was issued by Al¬ 
berta’s solicitor general 
Fred Lindsay after the Ed¬ 
monton death...two days 
before the Calgary death. 

“I believe the Taser is a 
tool that’s been used veiy 
effectively and in a lot of 
cases has prevented death,” 
said Fred. Is it just me, or do 
his words ring hollow, 
boolcended by Taser-related 
fatalities three days apart? 

And lest we forget, it was 
just over a year ago when 
the RCMP set off a Taser-re¬ 


lated international incident. 
Polish traveller Robert 
Dzielcanski, freaking out af¬ 
ter spending 10 hours 
trapped in the Vancouver 
airport tiying to find his 
mother was Tasered after 
he began throwing the fur¬ 
niture around. He died too. 
The Polish government 
summoned the Canadian 
ambassador looking for an¬ 
swers. Like the rest of us, 
Poland is still waiting. 

Amnesty International 
recommends a time out 


while we study these things 
further. By its count, more 
than 290 people have died 
in North America after be¬ 
ing Tasered. And it’s not 
even considered a weapon 
in the USA; you can Taser 
people who are annoying. 
By that criterion, I’d deploy 
mine 50-100 times a day. 

While Tasers are a re¬ 
stricted weapon in Canada, 
police argue that they have 
saved 4,000 lives since they 
began using them in 1999. 
And as targets of the Taser 


are usually dangerous indi¬ 
viduals in the middle of a 
psychotic episode or drug- 
induced frenzy, they’re not 
so easy to subdue — yet 
they obviously have to be 
subdued. Public safety de¬ 
pends on it....I think. 

Okay, but watch the 
video of the Dzielcanski in¬ 
cident. You’re left with the 
uneasy feeling that the four 
officers surrounding the ag¬ 
itated man really didn’t 
need to Taser him repeated¬ 
ly - as many as four times, 
according to witnesses. An 
alternative might have 
been to find a Polish-spealc- 
ing translator to try and 
calm the man down. There 
remains a lingering suspi¬ 


cion that the officers ap¬ 
plied the “annoying” crite¬ 
rion, and while the rules of 
engagement are still not 
clear, “annoying” just isn’t 
good enough. 

I’ll leave you with this 
electrifying proposal: If Al¬ 
berta’s solicitor general 
thinks Tasers are safe, he 
should step up and take a 
shot or two in order to prove 
his thesis. Failing that, he 
should show some leader¬ 
ship and pull the plug before 
someone else dies while be¬ 
ing “subdued.”

“You expect my 
knee’s going to go, or my 
groin, or my stomach, or 
something I use a goalie. I 
didn’t think a bicep could 
have been a big factor in 
an injury. That’s why I 
think it’s such a freak acci¬ 
dent.” 

It’s the first major sur¬ 
gery of the 36-year-old’s ca¬ 
reer. Brodeur has been 
nothing shy of incredibly 
durable since entering the 
league full time in the 
1993-94 season, 


playing a remarkable 
87 per cent of New 
Jersey Devils games 
since. 

He’s played fewer 
than 67 games only 
twice: his rookie year 
when he played 47 
games, and the lock¬ 
out shortened 
1994-95 season 
when he 
played 40 of 
48 games. 

Brodeur 
said he 
saw 

many spe¬ 
cialists and 
doctors be¬ 
fore deciding to 
proceed with 
surgery, in part 
because he feels 
very little pain. 

“I have some pain 
moving my wrist around a 
little bit because of the 
tendon being detached 
from the bone. Nothing 
crazy,” said 
Brodeur.

Mark Dacey can’t help but 
wonder how loud the 
Metro Centre will be if a 
Nova Scotia team wins the 
2010 Brier. 

The veteran Mayflower 
skip looked on at the Time 
Out Sports Lounge yester¬ 
day morning as the Cana¬ 
dian Curling Association 
officially announced Hali¬ 
fax had been awarded the 
annual Canadian men’s 
curling championship. 

Dacey heard the crowd 
roar in 2003 — the last 
time the Brier was held in 
Halifax — when he ad¬ 
vanced to the champi¬ 
onship game, only to lose 
to Alberta’s Randy Ferbey. 

“When we walked out 
from underneath the stage 
into the open arena, it was 
probably the loudest roar 
I’ve ever heard for a curl¬ 
ing event,” said Dacey, who 
went on to win the Brier a 
year later in his home 
town of Saskatoon, Sask. 

“When I think back to 
that, I’d love to have that 
experience again, only fin¬ 
ish it with a better final 
chapter.” 

Dacey’s excitement 

about yesterday’s an¬ 
nouncement echoes that 
of Nova Scotia’s entire 
curling community. 

The event, which has an 
estimated economic im¬ 
pact of $25 million, will be 
held from March 6 to 14, 
with tickets on sale next 
February. Premier Rodney 
MacDonald, CCA chief ex¬ 
ecutive officer Greg Strem- 
law, and event co-chairs 


Hugh Avery and Graham 
Harris were all on hand to 
unveil the news. 

Halifax had little compe¬ 
tition for the Brier, and 
Stremlaw said it was essen¬ 
tially “their championship 
to lose.” 

The 42-year-old Dacey 
did not curl last year, but is 
back again with third Dave 
Stevenson, second Andrew 
Gibson and lead Kris 
Granchelli. Bruce Lohnes is 
the fifth man. 

“I’m still trying to get 
back into it right now,” 


Dacey said. “You’re not go¬ 
ing to be great right off the 
bat.” 

Dacey, a Tim Hortons 
franchisee, said the team 
has committed to stay to¬ 
gether through the 2010 
Brier. He said stability is 
crucial for any team aspir¬ 
ing to contend nationally. 

“You don’t see teams 
winning these days that 
are first-year teams,” Dacey 
said. “The successful teams 
out there, (Kevin) Martin, 
(Glen) Howard and Ferbey 
... They’ve all been togeth¬ 


er for long stretches, and 
that’s a key.” 

Competition will be 
fierce just to get to the 
Brier. Brian Rafuse and 
Shawn Adams, two of 
Dacey’s toughest oppo¬ 
nents, were on hand yes¬ 
terday, and many others 
will be eager for a chance 
to compete for a national 
title on home ice.

eep in the jun¬ 
gles of Central 
America, where 
jaguars, croco¬ 
diles and Howler 
monkeys are king, visitors 
may spot something out of 
the ordinary. Women in 
bonnets, suited up in wooly 
winter frocks; men dressed 
in overalls and straw cow¬ 
boy hats; children riding 
stone-faced in horse-drawn 
buggies. 

A Mennonite settlement 
in the heart of the jungles 
of Belize may seem like a 
hallucination brought on 
by the intense humidity 
and hypnotizing buzz of ci¬ 
cadas.

over grown by moss, there 
are some 5,000 Mennonites 
living in this small Central 
American country, border¬ 
ing Mexico and Guatemala. 

Mennonites, I learned, 
are a Protestant religious 
sect, first formed in the 


Netherlands in the 16th 
century. While there are 1 
million worldwide, many 
have settled throughout Be¬ 
lize, among the towns of 
Orange Walk, Shipyard and 
Indian Creek. Belize’s gov¬ 
ernment welcomed them 


Many cultures 

• Though Belize has only 
290,000 inhabitants, it has a 
variety of distinct cultural 
groups, according to the Be¬ 
lize Tourism Board: Creole, 
Garifuna (a mix of Carib Indi¬ 
ans and Africans), Spanish, 
Maya, Mestizo (a mix of 
Spanish and Maya), English, 
Mennonite, Lebanese, Chi¬ 
nese, and East Indian. 


and praised their farming 
expertise, which accounts 
for much of the countiy’s 
produce. They live a simple, 
ultra-conservative life in 
closed farming communi¬ 
ties. 

Tourists staying at the 
Lamanai Outpost Lodge, an 
eco-resort that offers a jun¬ 
gle expeditions to nearby 
ruins, may arrange a visit to 
a Mennonite community. 

From the air-conditioned 
comfort of the 4X4 Land 
Rover, I travelled a few kilo¬ 
metres to Indian Creek, 


home to some 1,400 Men¬ 
nonites. From the back of 
the car, I watched the land¬ 
scape change from a lush 
jungle of tangled vines, to 
vast, clear-cut pastoral 
farmlands. 

White farm houses dot¬ 
ted the countryside, laun- 
diy meticu¬ 
lously hung on 
front yard 
clotheslines, 
angelic chil¬ 
dren in flower- 
print dresses 
ran through 
fields. 

The Land Rover stopped 
abruptly in front of a horse- 
and-buggy, and I scrambled 
out of the car to meet Abe, 
a respected member of the 
Mennonite community 
who agreed to show me 
around. Wearing blue over¬ 
alls and a crisp marine blue 
shirt, droplets of sweat 
gathering on his upper lip, 
Abe shook my hand with a 
firm paw. A kind man with 
a family of four girls, he 


was warm and welcoming. 

Though many residents 
shy away from outsiders, 
Abe is keen to show people 
around. He explained that 
Mennonites here refuse to 
use modern technology. No 
television, no cell phones, 
no electricity, no cars. Abe 
told me that 
the reason¬ 
ing behind 
it is to cre¬ 
ate a strong 
family unit, 
without the 
distractions 
or tempta¬ 
tions of modernity. 

A horse and buggy 
packed with cloaked 
women sped along the un¬ 
paved road. Air thick with 
moisture, my back dripping 
with sweat, I couldn’t imag¬ 
ine what it must be like to 
wear such heavy layers of 
petticoats and dresses 
everyday.

be a James Bond expert in 
their own right, able to 
quote lines from the books 
and scenes from the 
movies with obvious famil¬ 
iarity. 

Few men are as willing 


to take their Bond obses¬ 
sion as far as Michael 
Newitt, a 41-year-old who 
was arrested in England 
last month for posing as a 
secret agent to keep ahead 
of creditors. According to a 
story in the U.K.’s 
Guardian newspaper, 
Newitt had fooled several 
local police officers and 
even his own wife with his 
story of being “a special 
operations commander 
with MI5, the Foreign Of¬ 
fice and counter-terrorism 
units,” and would sleep 
with a replica gun beside 


his bed and suddenly dis¬ 
appear on “missions.” 

He’d even awarded him¬ 
self the rank of command¬ 
er and obtained impres¬ 
sive fake ID that gave him 
the title CMG — “a high- 
ranking award fictitiously 
presented to James Bond 
in the story From Russia 
With Love.” 

The magic of Bond is 
that his appeal is multifold, 
and changes to suit every 
stage of a man’s life.

capes and tights are starting 
to seem a bit ludicrous, 
even undignified. For the 
teenager, he’s enviably 
adult without being dull, 
suggesting a possibility of 
life without tedious routine. 

For the man in his 20s, 
all too aware of how rou¬ 
tine and responsibility are 
closing in on him, Bond is 
a rebel who gets applaud¬ 
ed for breaking the rules, 
enjoying the perquisites of 
adulthood — risk, reward, 
luxury and apparently 
guiltless sex — without ob¬ 
ligations to prudence or fi¬ 
delity. 

For men in their 30s and 
40s, he’s the consummate 
professional, esteemed and 
disciplined, with an appar¬ 
ently perpetual free pass 
exempting him from 
midlife crisis. Finally, for 
older men, Bond is a re¬ 
minder of a time when they 
when they could draw from 
both youth and experience, 
a totem of virility that gets 
renewed every few years 
onscreen by a new man 
clearly in his prime. 

Women would probably 
do well to watch a few 


Bond films when getting 
to know a man, if only to 
give them something to 
talk about. 

And while most men 
aren’t as delusional as 
“Commander” Newitt, 
they’d like to imagine that 
they are, somewhere, half 
as capable and suave as 
Bond. If women are as nur¬ 
turing as we presume, 
they’ll let us cling to this 
lonely, forlorn hope.
